Kitchen for the Jewish Poor beg leave 

to announce that the first distribution of relief 
during the coming winter will take place on 
MONDAY, the 10th of DECEMBER, at 5°30 
O'CLOCK, when they hope for the presence 
of the supporters of this Charity. 
During the last winter forty-thousand 
gallons of Soup and 1,386 cwt. of Bread was 
given away,and such large demands naturally 
entailed great expense. 
The Committee have taken this year in- 
creased precautions to prevent the Soup 
being converted into an ‘engine 
of pauperisation, or into a gift in aid of 
wages. They are perfectly well aware of the 
objections properly raised on these grounds 
against indiscriminate relief by soup kitchens, 
put they have tried, and think have very largely 
succeeded, in securing that the relief given by 
the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish Poor is only 
given to the poverty-stricken and deserving. 
The Committee, therefore, earnestly implore 
the community to. extend to them this year 
that support which has never failed theim in 
the past. They are proud to record that no 
visitor to the Soup Kitchen has ever failed to 
bear testimony to the good it does, and they 
have to thank visitors, not only for contribu- 
tions, but also for valuable suggestions. They 
hope for a continuance of both donations and 
visits, so that the Soup Kitchen for the Jewish 
Poor, like other Jewish charities, may be a 
model and guide for similar institutionsin the 
wider area of the general community. 
Arrangements have been made, as in the 
past years, for special distributions in com- 
memoration of family celebrations. The cost

their new synagogue unhampered by a large 
debt.

It showed Mr. Zangwill in a somewhat new light to all but the few 
who were already aware of the philosophic insight and creative thonght 
which underlie Mr. Zangwill’s work in all directions, Hitherto, in dealing 
with communal affairs Mr. Zangwill has shown -himself in hia critical or 
negative aspect ; here, almost for the first time, he has come forward as con- 
structive thinker. It was a gratification, as surprising as it was great, to fiad 
Mr. Zangwill’s unique wordcraft devoted to a glowing eulogy and defence of 
the qualities of his race, instead of, as hitherto, an ironic presentation of its

Both 
In what it did and in what it promised, Mr. Zangwill’s paper marked an epoch 
in his own career and in the development of Anglo-Jewish thonght 

Mr, Zangwill appeared in: still another rdle, or rather in many other 
rdles on. the following afternoon, when, according to Mr. Clement Seott’s 
amusing account in the Daily Telegraph, he played most of the leading 
parts, male and female, in Mr. Hall Caine’s copyright prodaction of his new 
play, ** The Mahdi,” at the Haymarket Theatre, and revealed * the makings 
of a first-rate actor.’ ‘* The Mahdi,” which was thus issned simultaneously 
in literary and dramatic form, is a story of strong Jewish interest, in the 


picturesque and brightly-coloured scenes of which the aathor makes us 
revisit the romantic country of The scay evoat. bat the story 
itself is scarcely worthy of Mr. Ilall Caine’s reputation. The tangle 
of misunderstandings and deceptions arising from Rachel's anxiety to 
avenge her father’s death is skilfnily evolved, but the slight evidence upon 
which she jumps to the conclusion that the Mahdi, whom she loves, is the 
murderer is utterly unconvincing. She pretends to give her love to Omar, 
ignorant that he is the real murderer, and so presses him into her service 
that he may kill the Mahdi; but, instead, he comes under the. latter's 
influence and grows to love him. Rachel intent on vengeance even marries 
the Mahdi, that her end may be thereby facilitated, and by this, of course, 
the ground is laid for the eventual happy ending. She still courts Omar, 
though hating him in her heart and looking upon him as hertool, Though the 
Mahdi, who is engaged in reforming Barbary, is endowed with an almost 
preternatural wisdom and penetration, he is singularly blind to the web of 
treachery that is being woven round him. The drama is worked up to a 
climax at the time when the Mahdi has almost completed his victorious 
course and the last stronghold, or Z. 13 holding out against him. The 
unravelling of all the misunderstandings is cleverly effected in. connection 
with the stratagems by which Fez is eventually taken. The moment when 
Rachel learns the truth is a crowning one for her of shame and hamiliation ; 
and after much playing at cross-purposes, her husband, who had at last 
discovered her apparent treachery, understands everything and forgives her. 
No doubt “ The Mahdi” was originally written for the stage, and, properly 
mounted, so as to bring the barbarie glamour of Morocco over the footlights, 
wonld prove an effective piece of work. Inits form, wever, es per 
as coming after “The Manxman,” it is somewhat disappointing. “The 
Mahdi” proves once again that to write with one eye looking to the stage is 
fatal to the finest literary work.

auspices. This consideration will no doubt: explain tile readiness and 
nnanimity with which our poor Russian coreiigionists, to the admira’ ton ot 
the Russian Consul-General and his staff, thronged the precinets of Duke : 
Place Synagogue on this memorable occasion, ard testified their willingness 
and anxiety to renew unto the son the oath of allegiance which they had once

| admission last Sunday, an opportunity will be afforded of testifying thet 


sworn unto the late Tsar, his father. To the many who were mnable to gain 
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loyalty on Sunday next. The last time on which a similar function was held in 
London was on the occasion of the accession of the late Tsar, in 1881, when the 
ceremony took place in the then German (now Spital Square) Synagogue. 
There were also two functions at that time, the Rey. Dr. Adler delivering the 
address on the first, and the Rey. Hermann Gollancz on the subsequent 


occasion, 

In commenting upon Sunday's proceedings, the Pull Mall Gazette 
states that the Jews, who are the most conservative people in the world, 
still talk in Russian Poland what is called Jiidisch, the middle high German 
‘n the time of Luther; “and that is the reason why the Russian subjects of 
ihe Jewish faith took the oath of allegiance to the Tsar in the German 
tongue.” The description given of the Russo-Jewish dialect is not an 
exhaustive one, but it is a fact that the Russian immigrants are but little 
acquainted with any other dialect, and the significance of the act appeals to 
them more forcibly when it is explained to them, and when they express 
themselves in relation to it, in the language they understand best. The 
Talmudic Code is most scrupulous on the subject of the sanctity of an 
oath. Though it enjoins that in our ordinary intercourse with our neigh- 
bour, “our yea should be yea, and our nay should be nay,” yet it emphasises 
in the following strong terms. the cautions manner in which we should 
seal our confessions with the name of God :—‘ The whole universe trembled 
and was moved from its foundation at the moment when God declared from 
Sinai, ‘Thon shalt not take the name of the Lord thy (‘od in vain ;'” 
and in the same Talmudic treatise, Shebuoth, we are warned against speak- 
ing one word with our mouth, and meditating another in our heart. One 
who administers the oath is there instructed to address the person taking the 
oath, as follows: ‘* Understand well, that it is not according to the con- 
struction you may put upon the words of the oath you have to swear, but 
according to the sense in which it is generally understood and accepted by 
the body administering the oath.” The qnotation of this one admirable warn- 
ing should suffice to silence the sweeping attacks on the subject of swearing 
which are occasionally levelled at us from the bench, when an unworthy 
son or danghter of Israel deals carelessly with the oath taken in a 
Court of Justice. It should be remembered by those who are called upon 
to deal justly between man and his neighbour, that in such cases it Is not 
Jndaism that is at fault, but the individual Jew or Jewess who, while 
faithless to the law of the land, is at the same time untrue to the Jewish 
religion.

It is probable that one of the first measures to be taken in hand by the 
new School Board will be the creation of a batch of Junior Inspectorships. 
It is to be hoped that, in the interests of the Jewish children who fill a not 
inconsiderable group of Board Schools in the East End, a Jewish Inspector 
will be included in the number appointed. Such an appointment would be a 
valuable concession to what Mr. Singer calls “ onr rights.” .The great 
majority of the Jewish children who attend these schools differ so much in 
nationality, language, temperaments and customs that special knowledge is 
needed in dealing with them. The Board has itself recognised this principle 
by the appointment of Jewish head-masters and teachers to schools where 
Jewish children preponderate. And the result has more than justified this 
course of action. It would only be a logical extension of this principle if 
the Board were further to proceed in the direction indicated. Nor should 
there be any difficulty in making such an appointment. There are several 
Jewish University men amongst us of trained capacity and high ability, who 
would fill with distinction any such educational position, 


The painful case which came before the Marlborowgh Police Court last 
week has drawn a letter from the Chief Rabbi which, we trust, may end our 
communal participation in a scandal which the Beth Din can remove by a 
stroke of the pen. The Chief Rabbi declares, through his Sezretary, that he 
regards marriages performed without scrupulous adherence to the marriage 
laws of the country as ‘‘a breach of the Jewish ecclesiastical law.’ There 
can be no difference of opinion on this subject, and we gladly hail Dr. Adler's 
wise pronouncement. It will henceforward be clear that the Anglo-Jewish 
community, as represented by the London Beth Din, does: not regard as a 
marriage any ceremony performed without a full compliance with the 
Registration Laws. It may not be easy to make this principle intelligible to 
immigrant Jews who, in many cases, are not accustomed intheir own country 
to register marriages at‘all. Hitherto, however, our foreign brethren have 
been very ready to accept the English regulation, and there is no reason to 
doubt that even fuller success will now accrue. For it has been of old a 
Jewish custom to give the utmost publicity to marriages, in order to safe- 
guard public morality. There has never been a people more rigidly careful 
in this respect. It is all the more important for our own credit that this 
fact shall not be obscured by any official palliation of breaches of the English 
marriage laws. 


While we have every sympathy with the objects of ‘“ Museum Sanday,” 
and have always expressed our approval of it, we could wish that its 
advocates were not so anxious as many of them seem to be to rest its claims 
on a disavowal of any connection between the Sunday and the Jewish 
Sabbath.r Judging from the tone of their remarks, many writers would appear 
to think that the Sabbath of the Puritans and that of the Jews are one and 
the same. This is not so. Sunday among the Puritans and Scotch 
Calvinists is a lugubrious institution, but the Jewish Sabbath has never been 
anything other than a day of joy and delight. Even the Rabbins of olden 
times, for all the restrictions that they imposed upon Sabbath-keeping, never 
enjoined, as does the Transatlantic Code, that “ no woman shall kiss her child 
on the Sabbath,” and ‘if any man shall kiss his wife, or wife her husband, 
the party in fault shall be punished at the discretion of the magistrate.” In 
modern tims the most orthodox Jews do not object to visit museums and 
picture-galleries on Saturday, while many indoor and outdoor games are 


freely played in observant familics. 


If, then, Jews who recognise the 


bindingness of the Mosaic Sabbath do not object to these things, those wh 
are in favour of rationalising Sunday observance onght to he able to iat 
their case for the opening of museums and galleries on the ground taken y 
by Jews, who claim that some portion of the weekly day of rest ma 
appropriately be utilised in studying works of art and objects of intellectual 
interest. It was all very well for Luther toexclaim : “ If anywhere the day js 
made holy for the day’s mere sake, if anyone anywheresets up its observance on 
a Jewish foundation, then I order you to work on it, to ride on it, to dance on 
it, to feast on it, todo anything that shall remove this encroachment on Chris- 
tian liberty.” Luther was a man ofviolent anti-Jewish prepossessions, but hig 
present-day followers should hold broader views. That the observance of 
Sunday has an origin different to the Jewish Sabbath everyone is ayarp 
Still, it must not be forgotten that the injunction to cease from labour on the 
Seventh Day constitutes one of the Ten Commandments, which are revered 
equally by Christians and Jews. The advocates of Museum Snnday are 
therefore, illogical in attempting to cut themselves entirely adrift from the 
ilea of the Jewish Sabbath. It should be sufficient to appeal to the principle ; 
laid down in the New Testament that ‘ the Sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath” ; in other words, to draw a distinction between 
the rational observance of Sabbath and what is called “* Sabbatarianism.” 


Mr. Schechter’s course of lectures on Rabbinic Theology has now con- 
cluded, and the brilliant anticipations of those who were best acquainted with 
the lecturer's former work have been more than realised. Judaism is as far 
as ever from receiving justice at the hands of ordinary theclogians, and 
the recent book by Professor Wellhausen almost puts the accents on Mr. 
Schechter’s vindication. Welllausen still fails to see any but the external 
aspects of Pharisaism, to him pre-Christian Judaism was a bundle of burden- 
some customs and restrictions borne with the most impure motive of winning 
a divine guid pro quo. Mr. Schechter has lucidly exposed the fallacy under- 
lying this conyentional attitude. He has shown that Pharisaism implied a 
warm and generous piety, a disinterested service of God, a unique purity of 
worship, and an irreproachably spiritual conception of the divine nature, 
All this Mr. Schechter maintained with a glowing enthusiasm worthy of the 
occasion. Every student of theology will be glad to have Mr. Schechter’s 
lectures in the enlarged form promised in the “ Jewish Library,” to be 
issued by Messrs. Macmillan. They will then reach a wider public, and 
possibly even Wellhausen will one day recognise that he has much to learn 
before he can expound the Rabbinic religion. The new presentments of Mr. 
Schechter and of Mr. Claude Montefiore have long since found'their way to the 
works of the lesser fry of German theologians. Wellhausen, the chief of 
them, still remains untaught. |

The Conference of Delegates of the United Synagogue, the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, Berkeley Street Synagogue, Federation of Synagogues 
and the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, convened 
to consider the Scheme prepared by the Association—for providing the financial 
means to continue the Religion Classes at Board Schoo]s—resumed its delibera- 
tions at the Central Synagogue Chambers on Wednesday evening. The 
Conference discussed various clauses of the Scheme, and the utmost harmony— 
a happy omen for future communal solidarity—prevailed both as regards the 
principle laid down in the work of the Association and the employment of the 
synagogue organisations in raising funds to continue that work, The mec 
operandi will be considered at a further meeting of the Conference which will 
be held at an-early date, 


In a sermon Ruiivered by the Chief Rabbi last Sabbath, at the St. Johns 
Wood Synagogue, he warmly advocated the principle that the Religion Classes 
at Boara Schools should receive generous pecuniary support through the medium 
of the synagogues,

JEWISH MARRIED WOMEN AND THE HIG 


Sir,— Whilst we are all, Jew and Gentile alike, shuddering at the hideous 


types of so-called New Womanhood resented . 
journalist, we must beware lest in a fervour armeet daily by novelist and 


denunciati 

other extreme and lose hald of our growing ideals of woman culture 

rogress. No branch of sccial development has, perhaps, been more remark- 
able in the history of this century than the development of womanly activities 
In the teeth of the bitterest opposition and prejudice women are ato for 
themselves the right to share in most things for which they were supposed a be 
unfitted by nature, and they have more than justitied their admission to such 
right by the brilliancy with which they have gene :

We are, indeed, far removed from that day when in advertising the sa es 
taught at a ladies’ school it was deemed fit to excuse the inclusion of reading 


and writing on the grouud that these were “ indi 

(Times, October 3rd, 1798.) necessary in domestic 
nd yet much remains to be done. There ar 
women belonging to the educated classes who are still. wofulle 
their conception of their place in the world. There are young ladies, who 
during their school-days and the interval between these and married life. have 
worked hard at all sorts of intellectual work, and shown themselves well-fitted 
to take part in the higher life of their era, who yet when they marry allow 
themselves to be absorbed by domestic “duties” to the entire exclusion of 
wider interests. In the end, perhaps, their only form of intellectual exertion 
is the weekly tussle with the tradesmen’s books, : 

Now, where the means are very smal), and the new wife is also to some 
extent the new servant, this is as it should be, although I would even here put 
in a plea for a little space out of the twenty-four hours to be devoted to other 
than household interests. A little breath from the outside world of ideas and 
activities freshens the home and puts personal cares and worries into their 
right perspective, And it is for the woman as well as for the man to look after 
this sort of spiritual ventilation. But it is more particularly to the leisured 
class of Jewish married women that my remarks are addressed, to women who 
baving servan's to manage the work of their households are content to spend 
their lives in the “ busy idleness ” of shopping, and of paying calls. They get to 
think that they are in this way fulfilling the whole duty of woman, and that 
oe could be rightfully required of them either by their families or by 

e public, 

And it certainly is among us Jewish women that this state of things is most 
marked, in the face, be it gratefully admitted, of most brilliant and noteworthy 
exceptions, lor we number among us bright and ezger women whose many- 
sided and well-balanced lives preach a gospel of usefulness to Jew and Gentile 
alike. It is only uafortunate that there are so few of them. With too many 
of us alas! the daily shopping has become as much a necessary part of our lives 
as the daily worship. ‘I'he Jewish female element in the principal streets and 
large shops is quite out of proportion to its relation to the population. Is it 
thet the love of bargaining and of handling merchandise is really a racial 
instinct, or is it that the shadow of the eastern contempt for women still darkens 
vuc vision of what our lives should be ” 

- Daring the recent School Board elections unusual opportunities were 
atforded to outsiders of obtaining glimpses into the home-life of the Jewish 
East End poor. It was observed that while the husbands appeared to lead most 
industrious lives, the wives sat idly by the fire, their unwashed children wailing 
and squabbliog around them, And in this, be it said, they compared unfavour- 
ably with the Christian women of the same clas3. It almost seems as if these 
Jewish wives look upon marriage and motherhood as a destiny which when 
fulfilled exempts them from any sort of further exertion. And, perhaps, it is 
this idea less crudely grasped that justifies in their owa eyes the wives of a 
higher class in almost exclusively devoting their energies to a series of “ duties,”’ 
which would just as well be left undone. Amongst these I would include the 
daily sacrifice of golden morning hours to visiting butcher, baker, and candle- 
stick maker, and a habit of general fussiness by way of domestic supervision. 

I maintain that if the lady of the household devotes stated though com- 
aratively rare intervals to her household management, and is very careful in 
bee choice of servants, she will find the domestic machinery work as 
smoothly and as economically as when she bestowed onit her constant care ; and 
she herself will be free to play her part on a nobler.stage. And, believe me, in 
throwing in her lot with the workers of the world outside her home she will 
indeed have chosen the better part, and will be able to live more truly for the best 
interests of her household than if she bad chosen to be careful and troubled about 
household concerns alone; and her children will find in her not the obstinate 
exponent of oJd-world notions, but an interested sympathiser in all new growths 
and developments, with whom such hideous complications as revolts of daughters 
would be an impossibility. eer 

And, -apart from the consideration of bettered motherhood it is 
beginning to be felt that no woman's life. (any more than a man's life) can be 
accounted worthy or complete, in which Service to mankind at large has not 
been duly offered. Then let no »ew woman bogey frighten our women from so 
ordering their lives at the outset that they may be able best to perform their 
threefold function of wife, — and citizen, and joyfully participate in the 
growing life of the growing world.

THE ORGAN IN SYNAGOGUE. 

Sik,—May I venture to hope that some one of your numerous readers will 
be able and willing to inform me of the grounds on which Orthodox Jews object 
to the use of instrumental music in the synagogue on Sabbaths and Festivals ? 
‘here are four reasons which I have usually heard, but they appear so unsatis- 
factory and inconclusive that I assume there must be others far more valid 
and substantial which have not been brought to my notive, 

Tbe four reasons to which I refer, are :— 3 

(1). Because the employment of an organ is an imitation of the religious 


service of the Gentiles ("37 FPN). 


(2). Because, in order toshow our sorrow for the destruction of the 
Temple, it is necessary to exclude from the service the pleasurable accompani- 
ment of the organ. 

(3). Because the instrument might break, and the player might be tempted 
to mend or repair it immediately ; and 

(4). Because itis prohibited on the Sabbath day to produce any musical 
sound from any instrument. 

With reference to the first reason, it can be shown that in using instrumental 
music for divine service the Jews set the example, and the Gentiles imitated it, 
and not vice versa, But assuming that it is “35 FPN, must it therefore be wrong ” 
To wear ordinary English dress, and to give up the long curls and long coats of 
our Polish and Russian ancestors is an imitation of our neighbours, but is it, on 
that account, prohibited or objectionable? Surely the mere imitation 1s not 
blameworthy unless the motives which lead to it or the results that flow from 
it are worthy of censure. 

The second reason appears no more satisfactory than the first. ~ Many 
centuries have elapsed since the destruction of the. Temple, and it is abaurd to 
expect the Jews to continue still to show, in every detail of their life and 
conduct, their sorrow and mourning for this loss. Tae same authority whith 
prohjbits the organ in synagogue, prohibits all kinds of music, whether vocal or 
instrumental, at all times (not merely on Sabbaths and Festivals) and on all 
occasions, with some very few exceptions (.7.,a marriages). I[f the Chief Rabbi 
objects to an organ on this gcound, he would be bound to probibit the use of a 
choir in any synagogue uniter his jurisdiction, he would be bound to refuse to 
wear good clothes, or live in a well-furnished house. Surely such restrictions 
as these were purely temporary, and could never have been intended to apply 
to the present day. 

The answece to the third reason is given the Shulchan Aruch itself. La 
early times, when musical instruments were simple, and were geverally made 
by the hands of the player, there was a strong probability that the player would, 
if an accident happened, mend or repair the instrament at once, even on @ 
Sabbath or Festival. But the author of the Stuleha Aru’ himself states that 
since players, in his time, did not as a rule understand the construction of the 
instruments they played, this prohibition could no longer be considered 
absolutely binding. | 

With regard to the fourth reason, the S)v/: an Aru goes on to explain that 
a Jew may not knock on the knocker or ring 4 bell ou the Sabbath since by so 
doing he would produce a musical sound ; be may, however, knock against the 
door with his fist, because the sound so produced !s not musical ' 

There is one other question I would ask before concluding. 
and similar appliances made for the express purpose of producing a musical note 
are used in nearly all oursynagogues. If the Eccles'astic ul Authorities do ~ 
probibit these instruments, how can they rely upon the passage from the 
phulchan Aruch, which prohibits the production of a musical note oa the 
Sabbatb. as a ground for refusing to allow the organ to be used ”

In commenting upon Sanday’s proceedings, the Pall Mall Gazette 

states that the Jews, who are the most conservative people in the world, 

still talk in Russian Poland what is called Jiidisch, the middle high German 

in the time of Luther; “and that is the reason why the Russian subjects of 

the Jewish faith took the oath of allegiance to the Tsar in the German 

tongue.” The description given of the Russo-Jewish dialect 15 not an 

exhaustive one, but it is a fact that the Russian immigrants are but little 

acquainted with any other dialect, and the significance of the act appeals to 

them more forcibly when it is explained to them, and when they express 

themselves in relation to it, in the language they understand best. The 

Talmudic Code is most scrupulous on the subject of the sanctity of an 

oath. Though it enjoins that in our ordinary intercourse with our neigh- 

bour, “our yea should be yea, and our nay should be nay,” yet it emphasises 

in the following strong terms the cautions manner in which we should 

seal our confessions with the name of God :—‘ The whole universe trembled 

and was moved from its foundation at the moment when (od declared from 

Sinai, ‘Thou shalt not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain ;’” 

and in the same Talmudic treatise, Shebuoth, we are warned against speak- 

ing one word with our mouth, and meditating another in our heart. One 

who administers the oath is there instructed to address the person taking the 

oath, as follows: ‘ Understand well, that it is not according to the con- 

struction you may put upon the words of the oath you have to swear, but 

according to the sense in which it is generally understood and accepted by 

the body administering the oath.” The quotation of this one admirable warn- 

ing should suffice to silence the sweeping attacks on the subject of swearing 

which are occasionally levelled at us from the bench, when an unworthy 

son or daughter of Israel deals carelessly with the oath taken in a 
Court of Justice. It should be remembered by those who are called upon 
to deal justly between man and his neighbour, that in such cases it is not 
‘Judaism that is at fault, but the individual Jew or Jewess who, while 
faithless to the law of the land, is at the same time untrue to the Jewish 
religion. 


It is probable that one of the first measures to be taken in hand by the 
new School Board will be the creation of a batch of Junior Inspectorships. 
It is to be hoped that, in the interests of the Jewish children who fill a not 
inconsiderable group of Board Schools in the East End, a Jewish Inspector 
will be included in the number appointed. Such an appointment would be a 
valuable concession: to what Mr. Singer calls “ onr rights.” The great 
majority of the Jewish children who attend these schools differ so much in 
nationality, language, temperaments andcustoms that special knowledge is 
needed in dealing with them, The Board has itself recognised this principle 
by the appointment of. Jewish head-masters and teachers to schools where 
Jewish children preponderate.. And the result has more than justified this 
course of action. 
the Board were further to proceed in the direction indicated. Nor should 
there be any difficulty in making such an appointment. There sre several 
Jewish University men amongst us of trained capacity and high ability, who 

would fill with distinction any such educational position, 


The painful case which came before the Marlborough Police Court last 
week has drawn a letter from the Chief Rabbi which, we trust, may end our 
communal participation in a scandal which the Beth Din can remove by a 
stroke of the pen. The Chief Rabbi declares, through his Sesretary, that he 
regards marriages performed without scrupnions adherence to the marriage 
laws of the country as ‘“‘a breach of the Jewish ecclesiastical law.” There 
can be no difference of opinion on this subject, and we gladly hail Dr. Adler’s 
wise pronouncement. It will henceforward be clear that the Anglo-Jewish 
community, as represented by the London Beth Din, does not regard as a 
marriage any ceremony performed without a full compliance with the 
Registration Laws. It may not be easy to make this principle intelligible to 
immigrant Jews who, in many cases, are not accustomed intheir own country 
to register marriages at all. Hitherto, however, our foreign brethren have 
been very ready to accept the English regulation, and there is no reason to 
doubt that even fuller success will now accrue. For it has been of old a 
Jewish custom to give the utmost publicity to marriages, in order to safe- 
guard public morality, There has never been a people more rigidly careful 
in this respect. It is all the more important for our own credit that this 
fact shall not be obscured by any official palliation of breaches of the English 
marriage laws. 


While we have every sympathy with the objects of “ Museum Sanday,” 
and have always expressed our approval of it, we could wish that its 
advocates were not so anxious as many of them seem to be to rest its claims 
on a disavowal of any connection between the Sunday and the Jewish 
Sabbath. Judging from the tone of their remarks, many writers would appear 
to think that the Sabbath of the Puritans and that of the Jews are one and 
the same. This is not so. Sunday among the Puritans and Scotch 
Calvinists is a lugubrious institution, but the Jewish Sabbath has never been 
anything other than a day of joy and delight. Even the Rabbins of olden 
times, for all the restrictions that they imposed upon Sabbath-keeping, never 
enjoined, as does the Transatlantic Code, that “ no woman shall kiss her child 
on the Sabbath,” and ‘‘if any man shall kiss his wife, or wife her husband, 
the party in fault shall be punished at the discretion of the magistrate.” In 
modern tims the most orthodox Jews do not object to visit museums and 
picture-galleries on Saturday, while many indoor and outdoor games are 


freely played in observant families.

If, then, Jews who recognise the 
bindingness of the Mosaic Sabbath do not object to these things, those who 
are in favour of rationalising Sunday observance ought to be able to rest 
their case for the opening of museums and galleries on the ground taken », 
by Jews, who claim that some portion of the weekly day of rest ma 
appropriately be utilised in studying works of art and objects of intellectual] 
interest. It was all very well for Luther to exclaim : “ If anywhere the day is 
made holy for the day’s mere sake, if anyone anywheresets up its observance on 
a Jewish foundaiion, then I order you to work on it, to ride on it, to dance on 
it, to feast on it, todo anything that shall remove this encroachment on (hris. 
tian liberty.” Luther was a man ofviolent anti-Jewish prepossessions, but his 
present-day followers should hold broader views. That the observance of 
Sunday has an origin different to the Jewish Sabbath everyone is aware. 
Still, it must not be forgotten that the injunction to cease from labour on the 
Seventh Day constitutes one of the Ten Commandments, which are revered 
eqnally by Christians and Jews. The advocates of Museum Sunday are, 
therefore, illogical in attempting to cut themselves entirely adrift from the 
idea of the Jewish Sabbath. It should be sufficient to appeal to the principle 
laid down in the New Testament that ‘ the Sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the Sabbath” ; in other words, to draw a distinction between 
the rational observance of Sabbath and what is called ‘* Sabbatarianism.” 

Mr. Schechter’s course of lectures on Rabbinic Theology has now con- 
cluded, and the brilliant anticipations of those who were best acquainted with 
the lecturer's former work have beer’ more than realised. Judaism is as far 
as ever from receiving justice at the hands of ordinary theelogians, and 
the recent book by Professor Wellhausen almost puts the accents on Mr. 
Schechter’s vindication. Wellhausen still fails to see any but the external 
aspects of Pharisaism, to him pre-Christian Judaism was a bundle of burden- 
some customs and restrictions borne with the most impure motive of winning 
a divine guid pro quo. Mr. Schechter has lucidly exposed the fallacy under- 
lying this conventional attitude. He has shown that Pharisaism ‘implied a 
warm and generous piety, a disinterested service of God, a unique purity of 
worship, and an irreproachably spiritual conception of the divine nature, 
All this Mr. Schechter maintained with a glowing enthusiasm worthy of the 
occasion. Every student of theology will be glad to have. Mr. Schechter’s 
lectures in the enlarged form promised in the ‘ Jewish Library,” to be 
issued by Messrs. Macmillan. They will then reach a wider public, and 
possibly even Wellhausen will one day recognise that he has much to learn 
before he can expound the Rabbinic religion. The new presentments of Mr. 
Schechter and of Mr. Claude Montefiore have long since found their way to the 
works of the lesser fry of German theologians. Wellhausen, the chief. of 
them, still remains untaught.

Whilst we are all, J d Gentil 
IR,— A }, Jew and Gentile alike, shudder

themselves the right to share in most things for which they were supposed to be 
unfitted by nature, and they have more than justified their admission to such 
right by the brilliancy with which they have generally played their new parts 
We are, indeed, far removed from that day when in advertising the subjects 
taught a fit to the inclusion of reading

wider interests. In the end, perhaps, their only form of intellectual exertion 
is the weekly tussle with the tradesmen’'s books. . 

Now, where the means are very smal), and the new wife is also to some 
extent the new servant, this is as it should be, although I would even here put 
in a plea for a little space out of the twenty-four hours to be devoted to other 
than household interests. A little breath from the outside world of ideas and 
activities freshens the home and puts personal cares and worries into their 
right perspective, And it is for the woman as well as for the man to look after 
this sort of spiritual ventilation. But it is more particularly to the leisured 
class of Jewish married women that my remarks are addressed, to women who 
baving servan's to manage the work of their households are content to spend 
their lives in the “ busy idleness ” of shopping, and of paying calls. They get to 
think that they are in this way fulfilling the whole duty of woman, and that 
ear gag could be rightfully required of them either by their families or by 

e public. 

And it certainly is among us Jewish women that this state of things is most 
marked, in the face, be it gratefully admitted, of most brilliant and noteworthy 
exceptions, lor we number among us bright and eager women whose many- 
sided and well-balanced lives preach a gospel of usefulness to Jew and Centile 
alike, It is only uafortunate that there are so few of them. With too many 
of us alas! the daily shopping has become as much a necessary part of our lives 
as the daily worship. ‘I'he Jewish female element in the principal streets and 


| large shops js quite out of proportion to its relation to the population. Is it 


thet the love of bargaining and of handling merchandise is really a racial 
instinct, or is it that the shadow of the eastern contempt fur women still darkens 
our vision of what our lives should be ? 

During the recent School Board elections unusual opportunities were 
attorded to outsiders of obtaining glimpses into the home-life of the Jewish 
East End poor. It was observed that while the husbands appeared to lead most 
industrious lives, the wives sat idly by the fire, their unwashed children wailing 
and squabbliog around them, And in this, be it said, they compared unfavour- 
ably with the Christian women of the same clas3. It almost seems as if these 
Jewish wives look upon marriage and motherhood as a destiny which when 
fulfilled exempts them from any sort of further exertion, And, perhaps, it is 
this idea less crudely grasped that justifies in their owa eyes the wives of a 
higher class in almost exclusively devoting their energies to a series of “ duties,”’ 
which would just as well be left undone. Amongst these I would include the 
daily sacrifice of golden morning hours to visiting butcher, baker, and candle- 
stick maker, and a habit of general fussiness by way of domestic supervision. 

I maintain that if the lady of the household devotes stated though com- 
aratively rare intervals to her household management, and is very careful in 
er choice of servants, she will find the domestic machinery work as 

smoothly and as economically as when she bestowed onit her constant care ; and 
she herself will be free to play her part on a nobler stage. And, believe me, in 
throwing in her lot with the workers of the world outside her home she will 
indeed have chosen the better part, and will be able to live more truly for the best 
interests of her household than if she bad chosen to be careful and troubled about 
household concerns alone; and her cbildren will find in ber not the obstinate 
exponent of old-world notions, but an interested sympathiser in all new growths 
aud developments, with whom such bideous complications as revolts of daughters 
would be an impossibility. aren 

And, .apart ‘from the consideration of. bettered’ motherhood it 1s 
beginning to be felt that no woman's life (any more than a man’s life) can be 
accounted worthy or complete, in which service to mankind at large has not 
been duly offered. Then let no new woman bogey frighten our women from so 
ordering their lives at the outset that they may be able best to perform their 
threefold function of wife, mother, and citizen, and joyfully participate in the 
growing life of the growing world. ae

THE ORGAN IN SYNAGOGUE. 

Sir,—May I venture to hope that some one of your numerous readers will 
be able and willing to inform me of the grounds on which Orthodox Jews object 
to the use of instrumental music in the synagogue on Sabbaths and Festivals ? 
‘bere are four reasons which I have usually heard, but they appear so unsatis-: 
factory and inconclusive that | assume there must be others far more valid 
and substantial which have not been brought to my notice. 

The four reasons to which I refer, are :— 

(Lt). Because the employment of an organ is an imitation of the religious 
service of the Gentiles ("39 MPN). 

(2). Because, in order toshow our sorrow for the destruction of the 
Temple, it is necessary to exclude from the service the pleasurable accompani- 
ment of the organ. 

(3). Because the instrument might break, and the player might be tempted 
to mend or repair it immediately ; and 

(4). Because it-is prohibited on.the Sabbath day to produce any musical 
sound from any instrument. 

With reference to the first reason, it can be shown that in using instrumental 
music for divine service the Jews set the example, and the Gentiles imitated it, 
and not vice versa, But assuming that it 1s ‘39 NPN, must it therefore be wrong ” 
To wear ordinary English dress, and to give up the long curls and long coats of 
our Polish and Russian ancestors is an imitation of our neighbours, but is it, on 
that account, prohibited or objectionable’ Surely the mere imitation is not 
blameworthy unless the motives which lead to it or the results that flow from 
it are worthy of censure. 

The second reason appears no more satisfactory than the first. Many 
centuries have elapsed since the destruction of the Temple, and it is absurd to 
expect the Jews to continue still to show, in every detail of their life and 
conduct, their sorrow and mourning for this loss. Toe same authority which 
prohibits the organ in synagogue, prohibits all kinds of music, whether vocal or 
instrumental, at all times (not merely on Sabbaths and Festivals) and on all 
occasions, with some very few exceptions (-.7.,a marriage). If the Chief Rabbi 
objects to an organ on.this ground, he would be bound to probibit the use of a 
choir in any synagogue unier his jurisdiction, he would be bound to refuse to 
wear good clothes, or live in a well-furnished house. Sarely such restrictions 
as these were purely temporary, and could never have been intended to apply 
to the present day. Coe : 

The answer to the third reason is given the Shu/clan Aruch itself. La 
early times, when musical instruments were simple, and were generally made 
by the hands of the player, there was a strong probability that the player would, 


if an accident happened, mend or repair the instrument at once, even on @ 


Sabbath or Festival. But the author of the Qtulefan Aru A himself states that 
since players, in his time, did not as a rule understand the construction of the 
instruments they played, this prohibition could no longer be considered 
absolutely binding. | 

With regard to the fourth reason, the S!u/cian Aruch goes on to explain that 
a Jew may not knock on the knocker or riog a bell on the Sabbath since by so 
doing he would produce a musical sound ; be may, however, knock against the 
door with his fist, because the sound so produced }s not musical ° | 

There is one other question I would ask before concluding. Tuniog-forks 
and similar appliances made for the express purpose of producing a musical note 
are used in nearly all oursynagogues. If the Eccles'astical Authorities do not 
probibit these instruments, how can they rely upon the passage from the 
thulchan Aruch, which prohibits the production of a musical note oa the 
Sabbatb, as a ground for refusing to allow the organ to be used °

SOUTH HACKNEY SYNAGOGUE. 


The CHAIRMAN brought up the report of the Executive Committee (an 
abetract of which appeared in our issue of the 23rd ult.). on the application of 
the South Hackney Synagogue for admission into the United Synagogue, In 
moving its adoption Mr, Cohen said that the subject had been before the 
' Council for a long time, too long the representatives of the South Hackney 
Synagogue thought, but they themselves would acknowledge that the delay had 
not been to their disadvantage, The delay had enabled the honorary officers to 
have detailed interviews with the representatives of South Hackaey, and to 
<ubmit to the Council an exhaustive report, the result of careful examination 
and exchange of views. The authorities of the South Hackney Synagogue 
displayed, perhaps a natural and justifiable degree of hopefulness, and their 
earnestness and devotion to the cause were the highest guarantee for the success 
of the undertaking. He had no doubt that soon after the opening of the 
permanent synagogue the 200 members expected to join would have 
joined, and that the estimated income of would be forth- 
coming. He could rely on the figures on the left-hand side of the 
estimated bu’get, but he was not so sanguine as to the figures on the 
right-hand side. ‘Though the honorary officers and the Executive Committee 
had been told that the stipends and disbursements put down on the budget were 
but little in excess of the charges now incurred, it had been found that when 
such charges were transferred to the United Synayogue they were apt to expand. 
Yet, if the Council were of opinion that the estimates were sufficiently approxi- 
mate to what would be the actual income and expenditure, they would be 
justified in placing reliance on them, ‘The United Synagogue had always been 
toremost in holding out an encouraging band for the establishment of syna- 
gogues in parts ot London not provided with accommodation for Divine 
worship, and was ever disposed, on adequate security being forthcoming, to 
encourage synagogues who were able to meet theircharges. Some well-informed 
persons had said that Hackney was so promising a neighbourhood that the 
proposed accommodation would be insufficient. He believed that the conditions 
imposed on the synagogue would be found sufficiently onerous to make com- 
pliance with them dilficult ; it would render the task altogether impossible if a 
atill larger synagogue were built. Mr. Cohen read a letter from Mr. Salmen, 
President of the South Hackney Synagogue, announcing that through the kind 
instrumentality of Mr. H. Barnett, a member of the Synagogue Comunittee, a 
plot of land, on the east side of the existing iron structure, had been acquired 
for £1,000, the same amount which would have been paid for two houses 
adjoining the property. The land was, however, double the size of the ground 
covered by those houses, Mr. Coben said he felt sure that the Council would 
appreciate the public spirit of their colleague, Mr. Barnett. 

Mr. 8S. Moses suggested that as additional ground had been acquired the 
South Hackney authorities should be asked to prepare plans for a building 
giving greater accommodation. 

Mr. D. Davis said it would be ridiculous to put up a building for 50) male 
worshippers, if the local authorities, who had no doubt scoured the neighbour- 
hood, could secure 250 members only. 

Mr, M. Harr said he was one of the sanguine people who believed that the 
accommodation to be provided for in the plans would be insufficient. He hoped 
that the synagogue would be so built as so admit of extension without a large 
cost having to be incurred, 

Mr. Henry Hart supported Mr. M. Hart’s view. 

Mr. HENRY BaRNEtTT said that the Committee of the South Hackney 
_ Synagogue had looked all over the neighbourhood and had come to the con- 
clusion that the existing site was the best and the most central. Theadditional 
land acquired would permit of 110 more seats on the ground-floor and 89 in the 
gallery. If, in vears to come, the synagogue should become too small, he had 
reason to believe that houses could be obtained on both sides for purposes of 

extension, | | 

The report was then adopted, and the following resolution unanimously 
agreed to: Laat it is desirable to assist in founding and erecting a syaagogue 
in the district of South Hackney for persons of the Jewish religion who use 
the Polish or German ritual, 

A series of consequential resolutions was also unanimously agreed to. They 
provide that a meeting of the members of the Uniied Synagogue be held to 
consider the question; that an agreement be signed by the Secretary of the 
United Synagogue, as agent for the Council, with the present Trustees of the 
existing temporary synagogue for the conveyance of the site and property 
adjacent thereto to the Trustees appointed by the Council : that the expenditure 
for the site and building, when completed, be limited to £7,000, including 


architect's fees; that the plans, etc., be submitted to the Building Committee of | 


the United Synagogue for approval ; that when the Committee of the proposed 
synagogue shall have raised by subscription four-sevenths of the total amount 
required for purchase of additional land and erection of the buildiog, the 
remainivg threc-sevenths shall be advanced by the United Synagogue, such 
advance not to exceed £3,000; that new 2} per Cent. Stock be sold out sufficient 
to produce such an amount; that the budgetof the South Hackney Synagogue 
-be annually debited as a “ primary charge ’ with the sum of £165, being 5h per 
cent, on the amount of £3,000 proposed to be advanced, to be apportioned in

THE EAST END SCHEME, 


In the absence of Mr. Albert H. Jessel, owing to recent domestic bereaye. 
ment, Dr. ALFRED WoLrr moved: That the protest which was received from 
Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart,, M.P., Dr, A. Wolff and Mr. Albert H, Jessel, be 
referred to the Charity Comm'ssioners, in accordance with Clause 68 of the 
Scheme appended to the Act. 

Dr. Wotrr, after expressing regret at the causa of Mr. Jessel’s absenes 
asked the honorary oflizers to consider the resolution favourably, as the Charity 
Commissioners had themselves suggested such a course, He would not enter 
into the general question, but wouid confiae himself to one point, and that was 
the employment of the funded property of the United Synagogae in the 

urchase of warehous2s, which stood on part of the site purchased. Mr. Jesse] 
had been assured by colleagues of the legal profession that the Trustees of a 
Charity were not empowered to divest themselves of its funded property in 
order to invest the proceeds in house property. 

Mr, Ernest L. FRANKLIN seconded the motion, and pointed out that he did 
so oy I in order that it should not fall to the ground. as Mr. Jossel would have 
provided himself with a seconder but for his unfortunate bereavement. 

Mr, A. E. SypNey said he had failed to hear any argument from Drs, Wolff 
in favour of an appeal to the Charity Commissioners. ‘The case in point was 
not one provided for in Clauss 68, as it did not involve a question of grave 
doubt. He emphatically controverted the assertion that the Trustees of a 
Charity could not employ the funds in the purchase of lands. It was well 
within their power to do so, and in respect to the granting of leases the approval 
of the Charity Commissioners was only required if the term of a lease was 
beyond twenty-one year:. Coming to the motion, Mr, Sydney said that the 
protest had already been sent to the Charity Commissioners, Mr, Jessel having 
taken the initiative, The result was that on the 8th September the Secretary 
of the United Synagogue received a letter from \the Charity Commissioners 
asking for the observations of the Council on the subjects dealt with in the 
protest. He (Mr. Sydney) had advised the Hon, Utficers that the Charity 
Commissioners had no jurisdiction, and that it would not be wise to send areply 
as asked for by the Commissioners, s9 as not to give them more jurisdiction than 
the law provided, Mr, Syduey then read the following correspondence whic’ 
had passed between the Charity Commissioners and the United Synagogue :—

NICHOLAS II. AND HIS JEWISH SUBJEOTS. 
Ir is scarcely possible to conceive an event of greater interest to the world at 
large than a change of ruler in the Russian Empire. Such an event con- 
centrates the attention of mankind on Russian affairs for weeks and even 
months after it has taken place. Everyone realises that the accession of a 
new Tsar may be fraught with stupendous issues to the millions of subjects 
over whom he has absolute power over life and death. But by no section of 
the Russian people is a change of ruler watched with more anxious solicitude 
than by the Jews whose destiny the mightiest monarch of modern times 
literally holds in the palm of his hands. What has happened in Russia 
within the past few weeks raises the momentous question of the effect which 


_it will have on the lives of our Russian brethren. Will it not bring in its 


train the invaluable blessings of freedom, civil equality, and Imperial 


protection accorded to all subjects without distinction of creed ! 


Nicuotas ALEXANDROVITCH has been on the throne so short a time 
that it would be premature to attempt a definite answer to this question, but 
sufficient is known of the young Empgror to encourage the very strongest 
hopes. Unless all the information that has transpired of his attitude to the 
Jewish Question before and since his accession to the throne be distinctly 
misleading, religious toleration in its widest sense will be the keynote of the 
hew regime. Nonconformity to the Orthodox Church will no longer be 
punished as a crime. As the new Emreror assured the Polish deputation 


Which recently waited on him, he will draw no distinctions between the 


different religious beliefs professed in his vast dominions. All his subjects 
Will be equally dear to him. He will be in a very real sense a ‘little father” 
to them all\ Yes, we have reason to believe, and every day's intelligence 
serves to strengthen this belief, that Nicnoxas II, is not only imbued with 
benevolent intentions, but, what is equally important, he has the strength of 


Will to carry them into effect. Ludeed,it would be no slight disappointment J course. 


to us if a new Era does not shortly dawn for Russia ; an era not of religious 
liberty alone, but of civil and intellectual freedom. 

In another column, we record an event which serves to emphasise the 
hopes that are generally entertained. On Sanday last, an immense con- 
course of Russian Jews assembled at the Great Synagogue for the purpose o 
taking a solemn oath of allegiance to the new Tsir, thus giving renewed 
evidence to the world of that loyalty to sovereign authority which is a 
characteristic feature of the Jewish race, as it is one of the foremost duties 
of their religious code. This oath is, of course, only taken by those who have 
not become, and have no intention of becoming, naturalised subjects of QvuEEN 
Vicroria, but who, as Dr. Apter observed in his liscourse, are looking 
forward, at no distant date, to returning to their native country under the 
loving protection of the new sovereign. Dr. ApLER’s discourse took a most 
optimistic view of the situation. It laid much stress on the affectionate 
intimacy which subsists between the Tsar and the Prixce or Wates. and 
the close ties with our Royal Family which have been established by bis 
marriage with a granddaughter of the Queen. ) 

Nowhere else than in Russia itself can the Jewish Question be effectually 
solved. This is the mature conviction at which all authorities on the subject 
have arrived; from Pororr, who presided over a Royal Commission which 
was nominated by I. in 1812, and Paisce Demtporr Sax Donato, 
who was a member of the Pahlea Commission in 1883, down to Professor 
Erker, whose recent work on the Russian Jews is now made accessible to 
English readers by the admirable translation of Miss Lowy. Russia has 
been the home of a section of the Jewish race for a thousand years and more. 
They have struck the rovts of their national life deep in the 
Russian svil; they are an cssential element of the heterogeneons 
peoples which make up. the Empire of the Tsans. To tear up 
so many millivns of haman being from their natural surroundings, and to 
transplant them to a foreign soil is a sheer infpossibility. Even the wealth 
of a Baron Hirscu can only move a few thousands, His colonisation scheme 
at best, is a slight palliative, itis noremedy. Let emigration to the Argentine’ 
and other cvuntries continue fur ever su long, the mass of Russian Jew: 


must always remain behind to work out their destiny in their fatherland 


Equally impossible is it to sulve the Jewish Question by heaping upon Jews 
restrictions, which serve to mark them out as a race of people inferior to their 
fellow-countrymen. The policy of cooping them up in a Pale of Settlement 
to prey upon one another has by now proved itself to be suicidal. If there is 
a country in the world where the right of free movement for all its citizens 
is essential to the development of its commerciai resources, that country is 
Russia, with its vast steppes, its boundless virgin forests, and its immense 
tracts of sparsely inhabited country. What has been the consequence of 
the expulsion of the Jews from the cities beyond the Pale and the villages 
within ? All classes of the Russian people have united in deploring the 
loss which commerce and agriculture have sustained and in pleading for 


their reinstatement. It is the same with other restrictions, as of occupation 


and education. Far from being the better off through such restrictions, 
the rest of the Russians suffer indirectly from the denial of civil rights to 
the Jews, | 

~ Weare all familiar with the charges against the Jews of Russia by 
which it has been sought to justify the exceptional legislation 
against them. Over and over again these charges have been shown to 
be much exaggerated. But even so far as they may be admitted to be true, 
is it not manifest to any impartial mind that, instead of being the justifying 
cause, the defects io the character of the Russian Jew are the fatal outcome 
of the network of restrictions by which his life has been hemmed in ? 
It is a trite saying, but profoundly true, that “every country has the 
Jews it deserves”; a saying which recalls the memorable utterance otf 
Macavay tbat ‘It does not lie in the mouths of rulers to say that a sect is 
not patriotic. It is their business to make it patriotic.” 

To Nicuocas ALexanprovitca, therefore, we look with confidence to 
extend to his Jewish subjects the blessings of an enlightened rule. By so 
joing he will ensure to them the opportunity of displaying the same 
capacities of civic virtue and patriotic usefulness which Jews have developed 
wherever they have been placed on a footing of equality with their fellow- 
citizens. In giving expression to our hopes with such confidence, we do not 
disguise from ourselves that it is far from an easy task which an Empgsor 
of Russia sets himself to perform in according emancipation to the Jews and 
other sections of his subjects. The difficulties he must inevitably encounter 
in giving effect to so vast a scheme are truly herculean. | Bat we believe tha 
the young EmreRor will prove himself equal to such difficulties, in propor- 
tion to which will be the merit of overcoming them. He will thus not only 
earn tlie lasting gratitude of the millions to whom his enlightened measures 
will bring blessings unspeakable. The whole civilised world, looking on 
with sympathetic gaze at what will be beyond compare the most glorious 
achievement of the age, will appland his humanity, bis resolution, his 
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SWEARING ALLEGIANOE TO THE TSAR 
NICOLAUS II. 


.» [BY OUR OWN REPORTER. | 


An event of striking and memorable interest took place on Sunday last, 

when many hundreds of Russian Jews assembled at the Great Synagogue 
to take the Oath of Fealty and Allegiance to the new Tsar, Nicolaus 
Alexandrowitsch, and the Czarewitch, Georg Alexandrowitsch, which was 
administered by the Chief Rabbi. The law of Russia requires that on the 
accession of a new Emperor, all male persons who are to be accounted subjects 
of the Empire shall take the oath of allegiance to it in whatever part of 
the world they may be domiciled. The ceremonial was announced to take place 
at noon, but long before that hour the portion of Duke Street fronting the 
synagogue gates was congested by an eager crowd who had assembled in response 
to the invitation of the Imperial Russian Embassy. At half-past eleven the 
gates were thrown open, and within a very few minutes the 560 seats on the 
ground-floor were occupied.’ The anxiety of the earliest comers to secure the 
best positions, and their disappointment at being excluded from the two cen.re 
rows which were set aside for reporters of the press, were very evident- 
Presently, not only the seats were occupied, but every inch of standing room 
as will, bringing the numbers downstairs to about 700 people, at the 
lowest computation. Then one of the side galleries was thrown open 
to the males, and this gave accommodation to another 300, leaving, I 
am told, about 1,000 persons outside who were disappointed of obtaining 
admission. The gallery over the clock was occupied by the choir, and 
the remaining gallery was given over to the ladies, of whom there was a small 
sprinkling, and among whom I noticed Mrs, Lionel Lucas, Very few of the 
regular worshippers of the Great Synagogue were in attendance. The gathering 
was almost entirely composed of the poorer and younger working classes of 
Russian Jews, more than a half of whom had come to enrol themselves as 
faithful subjects of Nicolaus II. It was.only because Russian Law prescribes 
that the oath must be taken in a public place of worship, that the Chief Rabbi 
officially countenanced the ceremony by taking the leading part therein. 

Punctually at noon, the Chief Rabbi entered the building in full canonicals, 
and followed by the Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, and the two ministers, the Rev. M. 
Hast and the Rev. A. E, Gordon, who were likewise attired in canonicals, There 
were also present the Russian Consul, M. A. De Volborth, who was conducted to 
a seat next to the Chief Rabbi by Mr. I. M, Marks, the Financial Representative 
of the Great Synagogue, and Colonel Talbot, Attaché to the British Embassy 
at Paris, who was accompanied by Mr. Elkan Adler and Mr. Hermann Landau, 
The choir was under the direction of Mr. Henri de Solla. 

The service which preceded the oath-taking and address was of a very simple 

character indeed. It consisted of two Psalms specially selected by the Chief 
Rabbi for their appropriateness to the occasion—the 15th and the 24th—both of 
which inculcate the sanctity of the oath. The former Psalm was recited by the 
Rev. M. Hast, while the choir rendered the latter to the tune of Mombach’s well- 
known composition. Then the Chief Rabbi ascended the pulpit and delivered 
the following address, first in English, and subs:quently, for the benetit of the 
vast majority who were present, in German, 
_ My Dear Frienps,—You have assembled here in large numbers at the 
invitation of the Imperial Russian Embassy, in order to take the oath of 
fidelity and allegiance to His Majesty, the Kmperor Nicolaus Alexayndrowitsch 
and the Cesarewits¢h George Alexandrowits:b. I refer, of course, only to those 
of you who have not yet become naturalised, who are, therefore, not as yet 
English citizens and subjects of the beloved sovereign of this realm, Queen 
Victoria. Many of you, who are present here, have no doubt quitted your native 
country with the object of settling here. But there is also a certain proportion 
who have cometo stay but for a brief while, and who are anxious to return as 
soon as there is a reasonable prospect of your being enabled to dwell in Russia 
in peace and in safety with none to disturb you and make you afraid under the 
benign sway of the new Emperor, You are ass2mbled here, in accordance with 
the law of your country, which prescribes that the oath of allegiance shall be 
taken ia the House of God. And before you proceed to do so, I deem it right 
iD conformity with precedent, and in accordance with the usage followed in 
other European capitals, to address you on the importance and solemnity of this 
ceremonial, 

You are about to promise and swear by Almighty God that you will faith- 
fully and sincerely serve his Imperial Majesty, Sesehine Alexandrowitsch, and 
the Heir Presumptive, the Grand Duke George Alexandrowitscb, that you will 
obey him in all matters, and execute the decrees that he may make at any time 
carrying out his bidding even to the shedding of your blood, that you will 
further everything that may promote the faithful service of his [Imperial 
Majesty and the welfare of the Empire, that you will discover, as soon as you 
are informed of it, anything that may lead to the injury or prejucice of his 
Imperial Majesty, that you will conc2al every secret matter that may be entrusted 
to you, that you will administer and keep according to your conscience avy oftice 
that may be delegated to you, or any instructions, regulations or ukases that 
may be given or published trom time to time in the name of his Imperial 
Majesty by the officers appoiated over you, that you will never transgress, either 
from self interest, or oa account of relationship or friendship or enmity, the 
obligations and duties imposed upon you by your oath, and that you will conduct 
and behave yourself in such a manneras beseems a faithful subject of his 
Imperial Majesty, so that you may at all times be able to account fo: the same 
in tne presence of your God and His strict judgment. And at the conclusion of 
this declaration, you will utter the invocation “So help me, God, soul and body 
Amen!” And by uttering the word ‘“‘ Amen,” you will bind and pledge yourself 
to all the words of this oath and promise which I shall later on ead to you in 
German, as being the language most familiar to you. 

My dear friends. I hope that it is not necessary for me to dwell at any 
length upon the sanctity and binding force of this or any other oath. When 
God revealed His holy will on Sinai, he said, “ Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain, for the Lord will not hold him guiltless who taketh 
his pame falsely.” | | 

_ When we take an oath, we solemnly appeal to the Supreme Being to be a 
witness to the truth of that which we promise. An oath is the assertion that 
even as God exists, so the words we utter are true, and that it is our full intention 
to keep our promise and pledge. We declare that we wil! faithfully perform 
our part of the covenant, that we will honestly keep and abide by thedeclaration 
of fidelity that we have made. Does it not then follow, that ifthe individual 
who has sworn does not keep his promise, he virtually denies the existence 
of the Creator, and thus strikes at the very root of all religious belief ? 


What is the meaning of the concluding words, “So help me God, body and 


scul”? ‘It.is uivalent to saying, If I faithfully keep this my promise, then I 
may hope that God will preserve my life here on earth and lave iee soul in the 


world to come, If anyone of you should hereafter violate the oath he is a 

to take he will renounce the favour of Almighty God. My brethren, the hn ~ 
(Jod is the source of every blessing which man can enjoy here onearth, His 
displeasure involves misery and wretchedness. utterly beyond the grasp of 
human conception. Can there be a more terrible thing than to call down upon 
oneself misary and wretchedness, may be forall time? Surely it is hardly to 
be imagined that any intelligent being should be guilty of such madness and 
such crime. Our teachers of old have therefore not overrated the importancs 
of the third commandment when they said: ‘‘ The whole world trembled when 
the holy one blessed be He commanded on Sinai, Thou shall not take the name 
of the Lord thy God falsely.’ For all moral order is based upon truth and the 
sanctity of a promise. He, then, that is guilty of perjury or of a wanton breach 
of promise loosens the bonds that keep society together, and shakes the very 
foundatiors on which the social fabric rests, 

But let me tel! you further, my dear friends, even if you were not to take 
this oath of fidelity and allegiance, the duty would still rest upon you in virtue 
of your being subjects of the Russian Emperor, to cherish and to manifest 
loyalty and fidelity to your Sovereign, Our holy faith enjoins most emphati- 
cally the duty of love for our country and of faithfulness towards its ruler, 
Jeremish the prophet in his missive to our fathers, who were captive in 
Babylon, exhorted them “Serve the King of Babylon and live. . . Seek 
the welfare of the city where I have caused you to be carried away captives, 
and pray unto the Lord for it, for in the psace thereof shali ye have peace.” 
And our Rabbis have taught us: “ Pray ye for the welfare of your Govern- 
ment.” Acc rdingly prayers asceni from every synagogue throughout the 
globe, beseeching the Lord to grant prosperity to the country wherein we dwell, 
welfare and happincss to the Sovereiga who rules it. And we have proved by 
our actions that our prayers are not mere lip, szrvice. Whenever and wherever 
we have been permitted to occupy responsible posts in the administration of 
our native country, as is the case in this dear Kogland of ours, we have devoted 
our energies, loyaliy and zealously, to the discharge of those functions for the 
welfare of the State andits ruler. Aye, and even if our brethren have not 
been’ permitted to enjoy the privilege of serving their country, they have 
proved themselves loyal and law-abiding citizens, who are filled with ardent 
love for the country which gave them birth, and fully entitled to be pliced on 
the same footing as their fellow subjects of other creeds. And of this I am 
assured that many a Russian Jew, who has sought refuge in every quarter of 
the globe, still turns with wistful eyes and a longing heart to the spot where the 
cradle of his infancy has stood and where the ashes of his kindred repose. 

I therefore call upon you, Russian sabjects, resident in London, of the 
Jewish faith, to take the oath of filelity and allegiance to your new Sovereign. 
All that we have heard touching his character and disposition leads us to hope 
and believe that he is endowed with an earnest sentiment of justice and 
righteousness, that therefore he will grant his loving protection to all his sub- 
jects without distinction of creed. He has just been united in marriage with 
the gracious grand-daughter of our beloved Queen. We know that he is knitted 
by ties of intimate friendship with our own Prince of Wales, whose heart over- 
flows with kindness and benevolence to all his fellowmen, And we have heard 
with satisfaction how the heart of the new Emperor has been sustained in the 
season of sorrow vy the affectionate comfort ministered to him by hs royal 
kinsman, our own futureruler. We therefore joyfully anticipate that, by the 
blessing of Him in whose hands are the hearts of Kings, a new era of protection 
and security, of peace and of safety will bs inaugurated to our brethren in the 
Russian Empire, so that they may be enabled to dwell therein in contentment 
prosperity and happicess, 7 

I now call upon you to take the oath of allegiance by carefully listening to 
the words I shall read out to you, by repeating the word ** Amen”’ at the con- 
clusion, and lifting up your right hand. You will then proceed to the Vestry 
Room, and there inscribe your names in the register prepared for the purpos?, 
in the presence of the Russian Consul General. 


At the close of the German address Dr, Adler said: I will now call upon 
you, those who are not naturalised subjects of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
to assemble in front of the Pulpit in numbers of a hundred at the time, to 
take the Uath of Allegiance to His Majesty the Tsar of Russia, by repeatirg 
after me with uplifted hand the final words of the followicg Declaration :—

Majestiit Sqnveranitit, Macht und Gewalt gebirige, festgesetzte 
und kiiaftig festzusetzende Rechte und P:arogativen, nach meivem Aussersten 
Verstande, Kriiften und Vermizen bewahren und vertheidigen, und dabei mir 
fiusserst angelegen sein lassen, zu befirdern alles das, was zu Se. Kaiserlichen 
Majestiit getreuen Dienst und Nutzen des Reichs in allen Fiillen gereichen 
kann ; Schaden und Nachtheil fiir Se. Kaiserlichen Majestiit Interesse, soald 
ich solches erfahren werde, nicht allein bei zeiten entdecken, sondera auch auf 
alle Weise abzuwenden und zu hindern mich bemiihen ; jede mir anvertraute 
geheime Sache geheim halten, und das mir anvertraute und aferlegte Amt,

Those who stood in front of the Ark then repeated the clesing words: So 
wabr mir Gott an Seele und Leib helfe! Amen.” This arrangement proved 
inconvenient. It was found that there were so many who were desirous of 
taking the oath, while the space in front of the Ark was much restricted, that 
subsequently the ‘Chief Rabbi read the Declaration once for all, requesting 
those who had not yet come torward to take the oath from their seats. The 
followieg isan English rendering of the Declaration :— 


“I promise and swear to Almighty God that I will fai-hfully and since: ey 
serve my 1ightful Kuler and Emperor, His Imperial Majesty Nicolas 
ALEXANDROWITsSCH, Autocrat of all’ and his Successor and 
Apparent, His Imperial Highness the Cesarewitsch, the Grand Duke Georg 
Alexandrowitsch ; that [ will obey them in all matters, even to the shedding of 
my last drop of blood ; that I will preserve and defend everything pertaiv!' § 
to the sovereignty, might and power of His Majesty, bis rights and preroga1Ve" ; 
established and to be established, to the best of my ability, powers and means ; 
that I will promote everything that may further the faithful service of Hs 
panperial Majesty and the welfare of the Empire ; that 1 will discover as 8000 
as I am informed anything that may lead to the injury or prejudice of His 
Imperial Majesty, and likewise exert myself in every way to prevent the same ; 
that I will conceal every matter that may be entrusted to me; that Iwill administer 
and keep according to my conscience any office that may be delegated to

This brought the severely simple, but impressive, ceremony in the syna- 
gogue to aclose. The Chief Rabbi now requested all those who had sworn 
to repair to the vestry-room and enter th 


names as signator'es to the 
Declaration. In the vestry room the proceedings partook of a festive character. 


Before the signing commenced, Mr. I. M. Marke, who 
unavoidable absence of Lord Rothsctild, called upon py gale 
acsembled to drink to the health of the Czar of Russia and his bride the 
grand-daughter of Queen Victoria, The signing of names, which was care: 
fully supervised by M. De Volborth and his Secretary, and included a descrip- 
tion of abode and occupation, lasted some hours. The ceremonial will be 
repeated in i's entirety next Sunday, for the benefit of those who were 
unable to gain admission on the first occasion, The Russian Consul will 
be in attendance as early as nine o'clock to enter the names of signatories 
to the Declaration. 

The orderly character of the assembly and the satisfactory manner in 
which the proceedings were carried through bave created a most gratifying 
impression, 1 should not omit to state that the arrangements reflect a very 
high measure of credit on Mr, I, M. Marks, the Financial Representative, who, 
n the absence abroad of Mr, A, Rosenfeld, the Junior Warden. gave 
the matter close attention for several days beforehand. The general public 
have little idea of the numbor of details that have to be thought out ia arranging 
for a function of this kind, The slightest disagreeable incident on such an 
occasion would have been much deplored. In addition to the beadles of the 
synagogue, efficient service was rendered in keeping order both within the 
building and in the avenues leading to it by a contingent of City police under 
Inspectors Carpenter and Collins and Detective Inspector Outram, At a 
subsequent date it is the intention of Mr. Marks to invite all those who have 


appended their names to the Declaration to a treat in honour of the Imperial 
marriage. 


THE JEWS.IN RUSSIA.

sion of Jews from the 50 verst zone of the frontier, mentivning therein also another 
suggestion with regard to cancelling the law of the 50 verst zone altogetlier. 
Tig is most important news for the Russian Jewe, and not unlikely to happen 
under tLe new reign of the Emperor Nicholas II, 

The excellent impression which was created amongst the Jews in Moscow 
by the message of the Tsar, expressing his cordial recognition of the assurances 
or jovaity sent to him on his accession, has been increased by the reply of the 
Grand Duke Sergius, the Governor-General, which heartily thanks the Jewish 
community of Moscow for their congratulations, sent through the Rabbi, on 
the occasion of the Tsar's marriage. he newspapers give prominence to these

“ BEETHOVEN’S ROMANCE” AT THE ROYALTY. 


Courage was, perhaps, the most striking quality displayed at the Royalty 
Theatre last Saturday night, on the cccasion of the “ copy-right performance ” 
of “ Beethoven’s Romance,” described as an original play in four acts, There 
was, the courage of Miss Cécile Hartog, who, while charmingly conducting her 
charming orchestra, st her pretty frock on fire,and whose silent self-possession 
before the sudden flare of leaping flame not on'y saved herself but averted a 
pessible panic. There was the courage of the clever author of “ Bookland, 
Mr, Jobn Ennar, in essaying the bodily presentment of the mighty musician, 
though he acquitted himself with com iderable if crude power, Highest of all, 
there was the courage of Miss Susie Raphael, the authorets (a young lady 
rumoured in the theatre to be only just seventeen), in attacking this tremendous 
subject as well as in playing a leading rdle, though, so far as her acting was 
concerned, her courage was justified. And last but not least, there was the 
courage of Miss Rapbael’s parents in presenting this hotch-potch 
of puerility and strangely precocious talent to a friendly audience— 
such courage might almost be said to verge on indiscretion. How: 
ever, that Miss Raphael is an infant prodigy may cheerfully be 
conceded them. She has a real literary faculty that only needs more experience 


of life than is possible for a girl of seventeen, and a little acquaintance with the 


types of character so flowingly depicted, to win for its possessor no inconsider- 
able place in the honourable and rapidly-lengthening roll of Anglo-Jewish 
writers. Few of the legion of scribblers whoattempt theatrical work have sucha 
grasp of the conditions of the stage as Miss Raphael, the dramatic exposition 
of whose story was at times excellent. But, every now aud then, upon passages 
of considerable merit, brightened by humour and good touches of observation, 
there broke the jarring note, the feebleness of handling, that betrayed 
the amateur.

The lengthened stay in the [nstitution,as a rule, facilitates better arrangements 
for departure to other lands. ‘The number of those claiming to have a 
knowledge of a trade or calling was 1,523 comprised in upwards of ninety different 
branches of industry, As a result of a Conference held at the Institution in 
April last, the Committee bave again undertaken the arduous and respon- 
sible task of receiving and dealing with all immigrants detained by the 
Sanitary Authority of the Port of London, or bis officials, The Committee 
have not had to deal with a single case of serious illness, although many 
of the immigrants requite medical advice and treatment after the rigours 
of a prolonged journey pursued under every disability and discomfort. 
The recent development of South Africa has directed the hopes of many 
poor Russian refugees to that region, and during the past year the Committee 
have extended their arrangements for the reception of emigrants from the 
Continent en roate to that Colony. The arrival of emigrants by the steamers 
of the Castle Line and Union is now previously notified to the Shelter, and 
they are met by officials of the Iuostitution, and cared for during the interval 
pending the departure for their new homes. The Committee testify to the 
kindness and consideration the Jewish passengers receive on both the Castle 
and Union Line vessels. T'o overcome the difliculty formerly experienced in 
temporarily housing newly arrived females and families (the Shelter having 
accommodatiou for males only), the Committee have made arrangements for 
their reception in a house specially adapted and fitted for the purpose in close 
proximity to the Shelter. . | 
‘The Balance Sheet for the past year shows an expenditure of £1,210, and 
income of £1,180, so that there is a deticit on the year’s working of £3).

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SWEARING ALLEGIANOE TO THE TSAR 
NICOLAUS II. | 
(BY OUR OWN REPORTER. | 


An event of stiiking and memorable interest took place on Sunday last, 
when many hundreds of Russian Jews assembled at the Great Synagogue 
to take the Oath of Fealty and Allegiance to the new Tsar, Nicolaus 
Alexandrowitsch, and the Czarewitcb, Georg Alexandrowitsch, which was 
administered by the Chief Rabbi. The law of Russia requires that on the 
accession of a new Emperor, all male persons who are to be accounted subjects 
of the Empire shall take the oath of allegiance to it in whatever part of 
the world they may be domiciled. The ceremonial was announced to take place 
at noon, but long before that hour the portion of Duke Street fronting the 
synagogue gates was congested by an eager crowd who had assembled in response 
to the invitation of the Imperial Rursian Embassy, At half-past eleven the 
gates were thrown open, and within a very few minutes the 560 seats on the 
ground-floor were occupied. The anxiety of the earliest comers to secure the 
best positions, and their disappointment at being excluded from the two cen.re 
rows which were set aside for reporters of the press, were very evident: 
Presently, not only the seats were occupied, but every inch of standing room 
as will, bringing the numbers downstairs to about 700 people, at the 
lowest computation, Then one of the side galleries was thrown open 
to the males, and this gave accommodation to another 300, leaving, I 
am told, about 1,000 persons outside who were disappointed of obtaining 
admission. ‘The gallery over the clock was occupied by the choir, and 
the remaining gallery was given over to the ladies, of whom there was a small 
sprinkling, and among whom I noticed Mrs, Lionel Lucas. Very few of the 
regular worshippers of the Great Synagogue were in attendance. The gathering 
was almost entirely composed of the poorer and younger working classes of 
Russian Jews, more than a half of whom had com’ to enrol themselves as 
faithful subjects of Nicolaus II. It was.only because Russian Law prescribes 
that the oath must be taken in a public place of worship, that the Chief Rabbi 
officially countenanced the ceremony by taking the leading part therein. 

Punctually at noon, the Chief Rabbi entered the building in full canonicals, 
and followed by the Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, and the two ministers, the Rev. M. 
Hast and the Rev. A. E. Gordon, who were likewise attired in canonicals, There 
were also present the Russian Consul, M. A, De Volborth, who was conducted to 
a seat next to the Chief Rabbi by Mr. I. M. Marks, the Financial Representative 
of the Great Synagogue, and Colonel Talbot, Attaché to the British Embassy 
at Paris, who was accompanied by Mr, Elian Adler and Mr. Hermann Landau, 
The choir was under the direction of Mr. Henri de Solla. 

The service which preceded the oath. taking and address was of a very simple 
character indeed. It consisted of two Psalms specially selected by the Chief 
Rabbi for their appropriateness to the occasion—the 15th and the 24th—both of 
which inculcate the sanctity of the oath. The former Psalm was recited by the 
Rev. M. Hast, while the choir rendered the latter to the tune of Mombach’s well- 
known composition. ‘Then the Chief Rabbi ascended the pulpit and delivered 
the following address, first in English, and subs:quently, for the benetit of the 
‘vast majority who were present, in German. 

_ My Dear Fxrienps,—You have assembled here in large numbers at the 
invitation of the Imperiai Russian Embassy, in order to take the oath of 
fidelity and allegiance to His Majesty, the Kmperor Nicolaus Alexandrowitsch 
and the Cesarewitsch George Alexandrowitssh, I refer, of course, only to those 
of you who have not yet become naturalised, who are, therefore, not as yet 
Eoglish citizens and subjects of the beloved sovereign of this realm, Queen 
Victoria. Many of you, who are present here, have no doubt quitted your native 
country with the object of settling here. But there is also a certain proportion 
who have cometo stay but for a brief while, and who are anxious to return as 
soon as there is a reasonable prospect of your being enabled to dwell in Russia 
in peace and in sifety with none to disturb you set make you afraid under the 
benign sway of the new Emperor, You are ass2mbled here, in accordance with 
the law of your country, which prescribes that the oath of allegiance shall be 
taken ia the House of God. And before you proceed to do so, I deem it right 
in conformity with precedent, and in accordance with the usage followed in 
other European capitals, to address you on the importance and solemnity of this 
ceremonial, 

You are about to promise and swear by Almighty God that you will faith- 
fully and sincerely serve his Imperial Majesty, Measles Alexandrowitsch, and 
the Heir Presumptive, the Grand Duke George Alexandrowitscb, that you will 
obey him in all matters, and execute the decrees that he may make at any time 
carrying out his bidding even to the shedding of your blood, that you will 
further everything that may promote the faithful service of his {mperial 
Majesty and the welfare of the Empire, that you will discover, as soon as you 
are informed of it, anything that may lead to the injury or prejucice of his 
Imperial Majesty, that you will conc2al every secret matter that may be entrusted 
to you, that you will administer and keep according to your conscience any office 
that may be delegated to you, or any instructions, regulations or ukases that 
may be given or published trom time to time in the name of his Imperial 
Majesty by the officers appointed over you, that you will never transgress, either 
from self interest, or on account of relationship or friendship or enmity the 
obligations aud duties imposed upon you by your oath, and that you will conduct 
and behave yourself in such a manneras beseems a faithful subject of his 
Imperial Majesty, so that you may at all times be able t> account foc the same 
in toe presence of your God and His strict judgment. And at the conclusion of 
this declaration, you will utter the invocation “So help me, God, soul and body 
Amen!” And by uttering the word “ Amen,” you wili bind and pledge yourself 
to all the words of this oath and promise which I shall later on read to you in 
German, as being the language most familiar to you. 

My dear friends. I hope that it is not necessary for me to dwell at an 
length upon the sanctity and binding force of this or any other oath When 
God revealed His holy will on Sinai, he said, “ Thou shalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain, for the Lord will not hold him guiltless who taketh 

en we take an oath, we solemnly appeal to the Supre ing t 
witness to the truth of that which we oroeninn An oath - the mee Ph that 
even as God exists, so the words we utter are true, and that it is our full intention 
to keep our promise and pledge. We declare that we wil! faithfull perform 
our eh of the covenant, that we will honestly keepand abide by thedeclaration 
of fidelity that we have made. Does it not then follow, that if the individual 
who has sworn does not keep his promise, he virtually denies the existence 
of the Creator, and thus strikes at the very root of all religious belief ? . 

-.. What is the meaning of the concluding words, “So help me God, body and 
scul”? ‘It is equivalent to saying, Lf I faithfully keep this my promise, then I 
may hope that God will preserve my life here on earth and save my soul in the 
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world to come, If anyone of you should hereafter violate the oath he is abo 
to take he will renounce the favour of Almighty God, My brethren, the favour of 
God is the source of every blessing which man can enjoy here onearth, Hig 
displeasure involves misery and wretchedness. utterly beyond the grasp of 
buman conception. Can there be a more terrible thing than to call down upon 
oneself mis2ry and wretchedness, may be forall time? Surely it is hardly to 
be imagined that any intelligent being should be guilty of such madness and 
such crime. Our teachers of old have therefore not overrated the importanc, 
of the third commandment when they said: ‘‘ The whole world trembled when 
the holy one blessed be He commanded on Sinai, Thou shall not take the name 
of the Lord thy God falsely.’ For all moral order is based upon truth and the 
sanctity ofa promise. He, then, that is guilty of perjury or of a wanton breach 
of promise loosens the bonds that keep society together, and shakes the very 
foundatiors on which the social fabric rests. , 

But let me tel! you further, my dear friends, even if you were not to take 
this oath of fidelity and allegiance, the duty would still rest upon you in virtue 
of your being subjects of the Russian Emperor, to cherish and to manifest 
loyalty and fidelity to your Sovereign, Our holy faith enjoins most emphati- 
cally the duty of love for our country and of faithfulness towards its ruler, 
Jeremiah the prophet in his missive to our fathers, who were captive in 
Babylon, exhorted them “Serve the King of Babylon and Jive. . . , Seek 
the welfare of the city where I have caused you to be carried away captives, 
and pray unto the Lord for it, forin the pace thereof shall ye have peace.” 
And our Rabbis have taught us: “Pray ye for the welfare of your Govern. 
ment.” Acc rdingly prayers asceni from every synagogue throughout the 
globe, beseeching the Lord to grant prosperity to the couatry wherein we dwell, 
welfare and happincs3 to the Sovereiga who rules it. And we have proved by 
our actions that our prayers are not mere lip service. Whenever and wherever 
we have been permitted to occupy responsible posts in the admino'stration of 
our native country, as js the case in this dear Kogland of ours, we have devoted 
our energies, loyally and zealously, to the discharge of thoss functions for the 
welfare of the State andits ruler. Aye, and even if our brethren have not 
been permitted to enjoy the privilege of serving their country, they have 
proved themselves loyal and law-abiding citizens, who are filled with ardent 
love for the country which gave them birth, and fully entitled to be pliced on 
the same footing as their fellow subjects of other creeds. And of this I am 
assured that many a Russian Jew, who has sought refuge in every «uarter of 
the globe, still turns with wistful eyes and a longing heart to the spot where the 
cradle of his infancy has stood and where the ashes of his kindred repose. 

I therefore call upon you, Russian subjects, resident in London, of the 
Jewish faith, to take the oath of filelity and allegiance to your new Sovereign. 
All that we have heard touching his character and disposition leads us to hops 
and believe that he is endowed with an earnest sentiment of justice and 
righteousness, that therefore he will grant his loving protection to all his sub- 
jects without distinction of creed. He has just been united in marriage with 
the gracious grand-daughter of our beloved Queen. We know that he is knitted 
by ties of intimate friendship with our own Prince of Wales, whose heart over- 
flows with kindness and benevolence to all his fellowmen. And we have heard 
with satisfaction how the heart of the new Emperor has been sustained in the 
season of sorrow vy the affectionate comfort ministered to him by hs royal 
We therefore joyfully anticipate that, by the 
blessing of Him in whose hands are the hearts of Kings, a new era of protection 
and security, of peace and of safety will be inaugurated to our brethren in the 
Russian Empire, so that they may be enabled to dweil therein in contentment 
prosperity and happicess. 

I now call upon you to take the oath of allegiance by carefally listening to 
the words I shall read out to you, by repeating. the word * Amen” at the con- 
clusion, and lifting up your right hand. You will then proceed to the Vestry 
Room, and there inscribe your names in the register prepared for the purpos>, 
in the presence of the Russian Consul General. 


At the close of the German address Dr, Adler said: I will now cill upon 


you, those who are not naturalised subjects of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
to assemble in front of the Pulpit in numbers of a hundred at the time, to 
take the Uath of Allegiance to His Majesty the Tsar of Russia, by repeatirg 
after me with uplifted hand the final words of the followicg Declaration :—

Those who stood in front of the Ark then repeated the clesing words: “50 
wahr mir Gott au Seele und Leib helfe! Amen.” This arrangement proved 
inconvenient. It was found that there were so many who were desirous of 
taking the oath, while the space in front of the Ark was much restricted, that 
subsequently the ‘Chief Rabbi read the Declaration once for all, requesting 
those who had not yet come torward to take the oath from their seats. The 
followigg isan English rendering of the Declaration :— 

“I promise and swear to Almighty God that I will fai-hfully and since:e.y 
serve my lightful Ruler and Emperor, His Imperial Majesty Nicolat® 
ALEXANDROWITSCH, Autocrat of sil and his Successor and 
Apparent, His Imperial Highness the Cesarewitsch, the Grand Duke Georg 
Alexandrowitsch ; that I will obey them in ali matters, even to the shedding of 
my last drop of blood ; that I will preserve and defend everything pertalL!' 8 
to the sovereignty, might and power of His Majesty, bis rights and prerog#"1ve’, 
established and to be established, to the best of my ability, powe?s and means; 
that I will promote everything that may further the faithful service of Hs 
Imperial Majesty and the welfare of the Empire ; that I will discover as S00 
as 1 am informed anything that may lead to the injury or prejudice of lis 
Imperial Majesty, and likewise exert myself in every way to prevent the same ; 
that I will conceal every matter that may be entrusted to me; that [will administer 
and keep according to my conscience any office that may be delegated t0 
me, or any instructions, regulations or ukases that may be given or pudils 7 
from time to time in the name of His Imperial Majesty by the olicer

This brought the severely simple, but impressive, ceremony in the syna- 
gogue to aclose. The Chief Rabbi now requested all those who bad sworn 
to repair to the vestry-room and enter their names as signatores to the 
Declaration. In the vestry room the proceedings partook of a festive character 
Before the signing commenced, Mr, I. M. Marks, who apologised for the 
unavoidable absence of Lord Rothsctild, called upon those who were 
assembled to drink to the health of the Czar of Russia and his bride the 
grand-daughter of Queen Victoria, The signing of names, which was care: 
fully supervised by M. De Volborth and his Secretary, and included a descrip- 
tion of abode and occupation, lasted some hours, The ceremonial will be 
repeated in i's entirety next Sunday, for the benefit of those who were 
unable to gain admission on the first occasion, The Russian Consul will 
be in attendance as early as nine o'clock to enter the names of signatories 
to the Declaration. 

The orderly character of the assembly and the satisfactory manner in 
which the proceedings were carried through bave created a most gratifying 
impression. IL should not omit to state that the arrangements reflect a very 
high measure of credit on Mr, I, M. Marks, the Financial Representative, who, 
n the absence abroad of Mr, A, Rosenfeld, the Junior Warden, gave 
the matter close attention for several days beforehand. The general -public 
have little idea of the number of details that have to be thought out ia arranging 
for a function of this kind, The slightest disagreeable incident on such an 
occasion would have been much deplored. In addition to the beadles of the 
synagogue, efficient service was rendered in keeping order both within the 
building and in the avenues leading to it by a contingent of City police under 
Inspectors Carpenter and Collins and Detective Inspector Outram, At a 
subsequent date it is the intention of Mr. Marks to invite all those who have 


appended their names to the Declaration toa treat in honour of the Imperial 
marriage.

The excellent impression which was created amongst the Jews in Moscow 
by the message of the Tsar, expressing his cordial recognition of the assurances 
or lovaity sent to him on his accession, has been increased by the reply of the 
Grand Duke Sergius, the Governor-General, which heartily thanks the Jewish 
community of Moscow for their congratulations, sent through the Rabbi, on 
the occasion of the Tsar's marriage. The newspapers give prominence to these

During the 
past year 1,874 inm ‘tes were received into the Institution as against 1.951 in the 
previous year and 1,541 in 1891-2. During the twelve months 298 of the inmates 
returned from the United States as compared with only %> in the previous 
year ; 412 inmates returned to their native towns as against 88 in the previous 
year; 0 emigrated to South Africa as against 453; 281 t> the United States 
Sone 302: 107 to South America as against 245: 103 to Canada as aguinst 
412; 106 to Australia and New Zealand as against 133; 33 to various countries 
as against 85; and 528 on leaving the Lnstitation were registered as remainiog 
in the United Kingdom, as against 235 last year. The increase in the number 
of days the inmates remained in the Institution, which was noted in the 
previous Report could not be reduced ; no less than 811 stayed the fall period 
of 14 days allowed by the rules, and 1.27 for periods of ten days and upwards. 
The lengthened stay in the Institution, as a rule, facilitates better arrangements 
for departure to other lands, ‘The number of those claiming to have a 
knowledge of a trade or calling was 1,523 comprised in upwards of ninety different 
branches of industry. As a result of a Vonference held at the Iostitation in 
April last, the Committee bave — undertaken the arduous and respon- 
sible task of receiving and dealing with al! immigrants detained by the 
Sanitary Authority of the Port of London, or bis officials. .The Committee 
have not had to deal with a single case of serious illness, although many 
of the immigrants require medical advice and treatment after the rigours 
of a prolonged journey pursued under every disability and discomfort. 
The recent development of South Africa has directed the hopes of many 
poor Russian refugees to that region, and during the past year the Committee 
have extended their arrangements for the reception of emigrants from the 
Continent en roate to that Colony. The arrival of emigrants by the steamers 
of the Castle Line and Union is now previously notified to the Shelter, and 
they are met by oflicials of the Iustitution, and cared for during the interval 
pending the departure for their new homes. The Committee testify to the 
kindness and consideration the Jewish passengers receive on both the Castle 
and Union Line vessels. To overcome the ditliculty formerly experienced in 
temporarily housing newly arrived females and families (the Shelter baying 
accommodatiou for males only), the Committee have made arrangements for 
their reception ina house specially adapted and fitted for the purpose in close 
proximity to the Shelter. |

THE LATE RABBI JACOB REIFMANN. 


Hebrew literature has sustained a severe loss by the death of this veteran 
echolar at the ripe age of 87. Jacob Reifmann was the last survivor of the 
school, of which Rapoport, Zunz, ard Luzatto were the most eminent repre- 
sentatives. Unfortunately he has not left behind him in print any magnum 
opus which would bear evidence of his ripe scholarship, his familiarity with 
every branch of Rabbinic lore, and his striking originality. And yet he was a 
very prolific author. There is not a Hebrew journal or magazine published 
during his life-time, which does not contain some learned article 
emanating from his pan. The subject of this brief Memoir was 
born in March 1817, in the small village of Lagow, in the Government 
of Radom. At a tender age he was initiated in the kuow- 
ledge of the Bible and the Talmud. But his profound knowledge of the 
Jewish philosophers and of hebrew literature generally was due to his own 
nwearied and unaided studies, During his whole life he lived in extreme 
Cate, deriving but a humble subsistence from his profession of teacher in 
Sczebreczin ; yet he soon became known to scholars on the Continent by his 
biography of Rabbenu Serachja Hallevi, in which he follows closely the 
method of Rapoport. Other treatises which he published bear upon Talmudic 
criticism, contain Comments on the Midrash and Philological Notes, especially 
dealing with Aramaic. He also published discourses bearing on the 
Mission and Destiny of Judaism, on Parental Duties and_ kindred 
themes. He was in active correspondence with all the Hebraic scholars 
of his day, with Rapoport, R. Hirsch Chajes, Luzatto, Geiger, Jost, 
Ghirondi, Reggio, Fiirst, Sachs, Kirchheim &c. The late Chief Rabbi 
Dr. N. M, Adler held R. Jacob Reifmann in high esteem, corresponded 
with him regularly, and was always ready to aid him pecuniarily so as to enable 
him to publish the fruits of his researches. Nor were Christian scholars ignorant 
of his services to Hebrew lore. The late Gottingen Professor, Dr. Layarde, 
spoke in the highest terms of his labours in connection with the literature of 
the Targumim. Professor Driver, in bis introduction to his edition of the Com- 
mentary on the Book of Proverbs attributed to Abraham ibn lzra, eulogises the 
unerring instinct which led the solitary scholar, with his scantily furnished 
library, to divine that the Commenta’y was the work not of Ibn [izra, but. of 

Moses Kimehi, 
Yet Reifmann, throughout his career was sorely pressed by the ': 
angusta demi, .The two most joyous days of his life were, as he 
writes in a brief autobiographical jotting, when his friend Wagenaar 
of Amsterdam sont him a chest filled with valuable books, and 
when the late Sir Moses Montetiore presented him with a silver cup 
on which a clever Hebrew poem was inscrikted. His latter years were 
darkened by the partial loss of bis eyesight. After a fortnicht’s illness he died 
on Wednesday, November lith. His widow, aged ‘), survives him, He has 
left behind him several works of great value in manuscript, among which may 
be mentioned a Dissertation on the Targum of the Prophets, Annotations on 
all the Commentaries of Ibn Ezra, and a Super-Commentary on Maimonides’ 
Commentary on the Mishna. It is greatly to be desired that thesa manuscripts 


should bs published, as a memorial to their lamented author, and as solid con- 
tributions to Hebrew Literature;

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MR. SOHECHTER’3 LEOTURES ON RABBINIO 


THEOLOGY. 


On Wednesday evening, at University Hull, Gordon Square, Mr, 8, 
ScuecHTeR delivered the last of the series of six lectures on Rabbinic Theology 
with especial reference to the doctrines discussed by the Apostle Paul. 

Mr, Schechter began his lecture with the passage: When the martyr R, 
Chanina b. Teradion, was summoned before the Roman authorities and 
questioned why he broke the Imperial Edict, forbidding the Jews to promote 
the study of the Torah, he answered, “I did as I was commanded by the Lord 
my God,” God’s will was thus a sufficient motive for action to the Rabbi, This 
was the only position towards the law which an unsophisticated mind could 
take. Believing as the Rabbis did—without any reservation or qualification—in 
the divinity of the Torah, equal loyalty to all its parts, and equal obedience to 
all its laws was the only possible logical consequence, But conscience is not 
guided by logic. Hence, a certain predominance is given in the Rabbinic 
literature to the moral laws over the rest of the Torab. Nor did the fact of the 
Rabbis noticing no distinction between the various classes of laws have the effect 
of their degenerating into religious formalists, or even of suppressing 
individualism, as commonly imagined. There was the notion that unless a law 
is fulfilled with the conscious intention of complying with the will of Giod, it 
becomes poison and sin to man. 

Mr, Schechter passed on to show that apart from this individual religion 
within the law there was always a feeling of there being, to a certain extent, a 
Torah within the Torah, or a righteousness within righteousness after which 
man should strive. ‘The lecturer illustrated this by the following story: A 
certain Rabbi hired day-labourers toremove his goods from one place to another, 
but the carriers damaged them during their transport in such a way as to 
make them useless to their owner. The Rabbi thus thought of withholding 
their wages, but when his colleague heard of it, he commanded him to pay his 
carriers instantly, ‘ But is this the law”? asked the Rabbi: “ Yes,” replied 
his colleague, “for it is written : that thou mayest walk in the ways of the good 
and keep the paths ot the righteous,” 

Mr. Schechter then commented upon the notion of sin, declaring that there can 

he little doubt that Rabbinic Judaism has no so-called central theory about sia, 
Sin is only recognised as a terrible facs, but it does not stand forth as a 
distinctive power. There is, of course, the }+:-r-//zra the evil inclination, Ic i3 
true that the Rabb:nic Yezer-Hara has all the elements of an imposing devil 
of whom any theology could be proud, Bat, somehow, Rabbinism, guided 
probably by its truly monotheistic instincts, as in the case of angels, did not 
allow the devil to grow into the importance which he has assumed in other 
schemes of salvation or perdition, He is indeed compared toa piece of iron 
thrown into the furnace, which can be turned to any purpose one likes (from a 
deadly weapon into a useful plough) and so, the Yezer may, by means of the 
word of God, which is likened unto fire, be converted even into a religious 
instrument for good. However, if sin is nota distinct force, it remains a fact 
—and whata terrible fact. Sin is an ugly fact, it is death. It isa rebellion 
against God and destroys His Kingdom, It would seem even that though true 
repentance brings about complete and unconditional reconciliation with God— 
inasmuch as sin involves an offence against the Divine Majesty and a separation 
from His fatherly love, still the effects of sin cannot be wiped out entirely and 
man must suffer in consequence, 

The lecturer proceeded to speak about the theory of punishment and 
reward in Jewish literature and reduced them to the following main doctrines, 
(1) There is no death without preceding sin, nor affliction without preceding 
transgression, or as R. Chanina expressed it, “ 1t is not the wild beast, but sin 
that kills.’ Sut, unfortunately, the experiences of life teach us that there are 
wicked men who enjoy peace and righteous men who svifcr, Various attempts are 
made to justify the ways of Providence; amongst them ia the theory which 
teaches that real retribution takes place in the next world, the ficeting existence on 
earth not being the fit time either to recompense righteousness or to punish sin, 
Another theory is that which explains the suffering of the righteous to be an 
atonement for the sins of their contemporaries. (2) Toe view of R Meir, 
which holds that there is suffering as well as death without sin and transgression, 
The question arises how such a procedure is to be reconci ed with the justice 


and omnipotence of God. The Rabbis who were of this opinion thought that | 


this great problem will not bear discussion or solution at all, For God is a law 
unto Himself, which He could not alter without detriment to the whole creation.

THE TOBIT LEGEND. 


_ The Rev. Dr, Gaster read a paper on Tuesday on “Two Unknown Hebrew 
Versions of the Tol 


it Legend” at a meeting of the Society of Biblical 
Archwology. 


Dr. Gaster said that of all the Apocrypha of the Old Testament the Legend 
of Tobit alone may be said to have come down to posterity in the greatest 
variety of texts and translations. There were three more or less different Greek 
texts, which were not slight alterations of one and the same original but differed 
often in essential points. Then there were two distinct classes of Latin 
translations ; one the Vetus Latin, represented by a variety of texts and agreeing 
in some points with the so-called, Greek Sinaiticus. and the translation of 
Hieronymus, ie , the Vulgate. There were also, at least. two Syriac translations, 
both imperfect, and each representing a somewhat different text. Up to a short 
time ago only two Hebrew texts of Tobit were known. Both had appeared for 
the first time in Constantinople, one in 1516, the other in 1519, both being in Dr, 
Gaster's possession. In 1878 Dr. Neubauer published the, till then, unknown 
Aramaic text, and thus furnished an important addition to the literary tradition 
of the Tobit Legend. In order to unravel the somewhat entangled skein of the 
numerous versions it was advisable to start with the text of Jerome, about the 
date of which there could not be any doubt. According to Jerome's own atate- 
ment the text he had before him was written in Aramaic, and a Jew who knew 
both languages translated it to him into Hebrew, from which language he made 
his Latin translation. Not a word was mentioned by bim of the Old Latin. 
More surprising was it that his version had a number of incidents and details, 
wanting in all the others, which had been lightly set down as due to his own 
invention, Though he may not have had a high respect for the Book of Tobit, 
he would hardly bave indulged in the fanciful enlargement of a text which he 
knew was held in esteem by the Church, and have palmwed off his fiction as truth 
on the devout people who wrote to him for the book. The explanation could only 
be found by assuming that he had faithfully followed a text containing those 
peculiar incidents and variations, That text must have had the reputation of 
lysing the genuine version, and for that reason had also been followed in the main 
by the Old Latin translation. According to Jerome's explicit statement, his 
original text was in Aramaic. The text published by Dr. Neubauer differs, how- 
ever, in most of the peculiar incidents characteristic of the version of Jerome, 
and must therefore be considered merely as a faint reflex and as a later modifica- 
tion of the ancient and more elaborate version. The Hebrew text of 1519 was a 
transiation from an older and more complete Aramaic text, but differed also in 
many, if not in most, of the essential points from Jerome's version, It proved, 
however, that Aramaic texts, and this text especially, had been translated into 
Hebrew. What must be searched for was a single text, were it in Aramaic or in 
Hebrew, which should offer the same characteristics as the version of Jerome 
without being a translation from the latter, having also its own points of 
divergence, so as to establish its original character. Dr. Gaster believid he had 
discovered such an ideal text. It was a Hebrew text copied,.in the 13th century 
at the latest, from an older MS. which, if his conjecture were correct, belonged to 
the 11th century. In its turn, however, it very probally was a copy from a 
much older text. The legend was written with special care, as ia a few places 
corrections are added over the text, and in one instance the scribe, not having 
been able to read an obliterated or an erased word, indicated the lacuna by dots. 
The text was divided into verses, and exactly after chapter vi. of the Greek, 
stood the word * half,” as was customary with sacred texts. As the text found 
by Dr. Gaster was apparently not complete at the end this division could not have 
been the work of the copyist ; he must have found it in his original. The 
contents of the new version had so thoroughly surprised Dr, Gaster that he had 
to convince himself by an examination of all the details and by a careful com- 
parison with the known versions, and more especially with that of Jerome, that 
it was a genuine, independent and thus important version, and not a translation 
or slight adaptation of one of the known versions. This version, if not the very 
original of Jerome's text, was at least a version coming nearer to it than any 
other. All the peculiar incidents which distinguished Jerome s text also occurred 
in the Hebrew. The similarity was so great that at the first glance one appeared 
to be the direct translation from the other. On more minute inspection, however, 
there were to be found a number of variants, great and important enongh to 
secure the independence of the Hebrew from the Latin, but not so easily the 
opposite. Dr. Gaster then passed to the study of a second text, no less 
interesting than the one discovergd by him. Together with the Aramaic one 
Ir. Nenbaner had published a peculiar legend from the Midrash Tanhuma. l c. 
(jaster had discovered the exact counterpart in Hebrew to Dr. Neubauer s Aramaic 
text, which being shorter, furnished the link to connect it with the version in the 
Tanhuma.
